SEWALL'S LETTER TO BEYAN.

THE VICEROY SHOCKED

Li Hung Chang’s Experience
With Eleetrieity.

KILLED BY A FALLING WALL

Teorribie Holocaust at Benton Harbor--
Eleven Fliremen Lost Thelr
Lives.

Nisgara Fauts, Sept. 6.—The specinl
train bearing Li Hung Chang and hia
party arrived here at noon today. Rain
was falling at the time, and the visitors
dampeued their silk blouses and gold
lace somewhat in the journey to che
Cataract house, where rooms had been
engaged. Immediately upon arriving
Li sat for a dentist, and had his teeth
examined. The rain was o great disap-
pointment, as the viceroy was very de-
sirous of visiting the American falls in
the afternoon. There was no cessation
in the downponr until 3 o'clock, when
the san stroggled throngh the cloads.
QCarriages were summoned, and the visi-
tors spent two hours in iospecting the
wonders of Niagara.

At the electric power-honse of the
Niagara Falls Power Company, the dig-
tinguished wisitor had an experience
with American eleetricity, the resalt be-
ing as startling as it was nnexpected.
With his usual coriosity and desire to
make a personal investigation of the
machinery before him, e poked at a
switchboard with his walkfng stick. The
metal {erule closed tne circait instantly,
and Li’'s stick was violently torn from
his grasp. He was naturally moéh as-
tonished at the effect of the stick’s con-
tract with "the switchboard, but for-
tunately he suffered no damage beyond
a good scare. However, he decided that
he bad seen enoungh, and went to his
rooms, where he remsined until bed-
time.

UNDERE A FALLING WALL.

A Terrible Holoeaust at the Burning of
an Opera House,

Bextoxy Harsor, Mich., Sept. 6.—The
moet horrible holocaust, with the great-
est loss of life, known in this part of the
state occurred last night, when Yore's
opera hounse took fire ard 1n the fight to
save the bailding and other blecks ad-
joining, 11 firemen, one a volunteer, met
their fate at one time, the deaths being
instanstaneous with five of them, Six
lived only a few hours in awinl agony,
while several others met with severe in-
jaries.

Daring the evening the play, A Fae-
tory Girl,” had been given by local tal-
ent, and the theater had closed but a
hall hour before the fire was discovergd.
The building was filled from basement
to the fourth story with a suffocating
smoke, which burst into sheets of flame
throughout the entire aundience room,
before the firedepartment could respond
with a single stream of water, there be-
ing some confusion at the out=et, owing
to the lack of hook and ladder tacilities,
although the local fire companies had
cloged & two daye' tournament, exhibit-
ing great ekill in their work.

The St. Joseph department was called
on for assistance, They spproached the
building through an slley, unloading
ladders in the rear of the building, and,
while hoisting them, the upper walls
fell over without warning, coveriag the
men. This was witnessed by hundreds
of spectators.

A PLUCEY CALIFORNIA ENGINEER

Shot a Truln Hobber and FPullad Ouz
His Train.

SacramENTO, Sept. 5.—An attempt
was made tonight to hold vp the over-
land express eight miles west of this
city. The engineer killed one of the
robbers and then pulled out, and the
train reached this city. Bheriff John-
son and posse have gone to the scene in
a special train,

As the train approached Webster, a
man crawled over the tender, and cover-
ing the engineer and fireman with a pie-
tol ordered them to slow up. This En-
gineer Ingalls did and the traln was
stopped. A masked man climbed up
the railroad embankment with a gun in
his hand. When this man appeared the
fireman was ordered to go back to the
express . Ingalls was left alonein
the engihe with the first robber. At
first the bandit watched the engineer
closely, but he was too much interested
in what his compamion wae doing, and
his watch relaxed. Ingalls quick as a
flash seized a pistol which was lying ip
the box at his side and fired two shots.
The bandit fell from the engine and the
engineer pulled the throttle open and
the train dashed for Sacramento. Fire-

man Burns jumped on the moving train

and the masked robber who was with
him on the platform ol the express car,
jomped off and fled into the darkness.

TO INSURE SAFETY.

Why Spaniards Will Traosport Troops
in American Vessels..

New Yorg, Sept. 7.—The news that
Bpanish government haschartered seven
American vessels to bes used in trans-
porting the troope to Cuba was brought
to the nttention of Fidel Pierra, member
of the execative committee of the-Cuban
junty in this city vesterday., Mr, Pierra
said:

*They are afraid to carry their troops
in their own vessels. Thev know that
the Cubans would think twice before
blowing np a boatsailing under a foreign
flug, and that we will not -hesitate for a
mowment to blow up a Spanish vessel. I
do not see any other reason why they
should charter theee vessels, for the
Spanish transportation company has
enocugh boats to earry all their troops to
Cuba, and would be glad of the oppor-
tunity of making the money. Then,
Spain is very intimate with the trans-
portntion company, and their vessels
ought certainly to receive the preférence.

““They expected to send 40,000 men to
Cuba, and at the rate of 10,000 a month
it will take them ontil December to do
go. By the time they get the last 10,000
there the first 10,000 will bave disap-
peared, and more, perhaps. I do not
think they will send as many as 40,000
menalthough they need them to replace
those that have already died.

““We here in the United States do not
know the naniber of sick men they have,
who, if they recover, will never be worth
anything to themeelves or any one else,
but we have an idea of the enormous
nnmber, by the fact that they eannat
find buildings enongh in Havana and
other large cities in which to hounse
them. Even the building of the honse
of charities in Havapa, which wasoccn-
pied by abount 300 little girle, has been
transformed ‘into & military hospital,
and the little children scattered over the
aity, and every other establishment of
that character has been treated in the
same manner. The number of sick and
wonnded Spanairds is something enor-
mous,"”

FAROCHIAL SCHOOLS TO BE FREE

Archbishop Ireland Issues a Letter uon
the Subject.

St. Pavy, Sept. 5.—Archbishop Ire-
land has issued a leiter, annonneing
that hereafter at the Catholic parochial
schools no tutition would be charged,
soch totition being considered an obsta-
cle to the growth of the schools.

In the course of the letter he eavs:
““Of course the expenses of maintaining
the schools must be provided for in
some way. FPastors will take theamount
of these expenses from the regular
church receipts of the parish, and will
rely upon extraordinary weasures which
their owa jodgment may command.
Catholics will, we are sure, co-operate
with their pastors in maintaining the
parish schools. The proper view to be
taken of the Catholic school is to regard
it a8 & great religions work in which all
are concerned, whether they have, or
have not children attending 1t."

WILL ATTEMPT TO BURN THE CITY

General Weyler Has Approved and
Sanctirned the FPlot--Spanish

Troops Coming to Cabs.

Key Wesr, Sept. 7.—A letter was re-
ceived from Havana |ast night by the
steamer Maseotte containing the infor-
mation that the Spanish anthorities are
plotting the destruction of Key West.
A similar report reached here several
days sgo, bot av that time it was not
generally believed. The letter was
written by a8 Cnban in Havaon toa
friend in this eity. The writer says that
a few days ago he went to the govern-
ment in Havann and was informed by a
iriend employed there that Spanish an-
thorities had determioed to born Key
West and annihilete the nest of “in-
sargent snakes,"”

The plan of the Spanish is to gend
emigsaries to Key West in the puise of
Cuban sympathizers, who are to fire the
city in a3 many places as poesible when
opportunity arises. 1t ig said that Cap-
tain-General Weyler is cognizant of the
plan and approves of it. He is reported
to have said that if Key West and Tampa
were laid in ashes he would soon be able
to settle the rebellion. It i8 said that in
the event of the success of the plot
Weyler has ordered that the emissaries
be paid $10,000.

The people here are so wrought ap
that it e feared an attack may be made
on Senor Gruse, the Spanish consul and
his assistant, Senor Herpandez., It was
reporteéd today that these gentlewen,
becoming alarmed for their safety, had
gone aboard the United States revenue
cutter Winona and demanded protec.
tion, and that they were told to remmn
on the vessel nntil the exatement died
out.
